GENERAL 


If.  of  the  departments  time  during  the  year  was  taken  up  'with  the  transfer 
to  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  of  the  Council's  water  supplies,  stores,  etc.,  and 
also  with  visits  to  the  sites  of  the  New  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Kirby  Mills  and 
the  new  Council  Houses  at  Wombleton  and  Kirkbymoorside. 

Much  has  been  said  from  time  to  time  to  emphasise  the  advantages  and  dis- 
advantages of  having  a reformed  Water  Board  responsible  for  distribution  as  well 
as  for  bulk  supplies.  Throughout  the  discussions  it  has  been  accepted  that  the 
f‘  rst  essential  was  a continuous  supply  of  wholesome  water.  To  ensure  such  a supply 
it  is  necessary  to  maintain  strict  control  over  the  source,  to  chlorinate  if  necessary 
and  to  be  in  a position  to  carry  out  works  of  repair  or  renewal  at  short  notice. 

Whilst  these  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Board's  Engineer  this  Council  will  need  to 
be  satisfied  from  time  to  time  that  the  water  is  of  a satisfactory  bacteriological 
s tandard , 

After  several  years  of  planning  it  was  possible  in  1961  to  make  a start  on 
the  construction  of  new  sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  Kirkbymoorside  together  with 
the  provision  of  a sewer  at  Kirby  Mills.  For  many  years  the  old  works  have  not 
been  able  to  treat  efficiently  the  sewage  from  the  town  but  inevitably  the  time 
has  arrived  when  new  works  must  be  provided.  Most  of  Kirby  Mills  has  been  without  a 
main  drain?  each  drain  emptying  separately  into  the  Mill  race.  It  will  now  be 
possible  for  the  drainage  to  be  efficiently  treated  and  for  several  of  the  cottages  to 
be  provided  with  W.C’s,  and  possibly  bathrooms. 

No  Council  Houses  have  been  constructed  in  the  District  since  1954  hut  the 
need  for  more  houses  became  so  acute  that  preparations  were  made  to  build  twelve 
at  Kirkbymoorside ; eight  at  Wombleton,  eight  at  Nawton  and  two  at  Hutton-le-Hole. 
Although  the  scheme  at  Nawton  is  being  revised,  the  dwellings  at  Kirkbymoorside  and 
Wombleton  are  under  construction  and  will  provide  for  twelve  three  bedroomed  houses 
and  eight  t?ro  bedroomed  flats.  Rents  must  of  necessity  be  higher  than  existing  houses 
but  this  will  not  prevent  all  the  dwellings  being  let. 

HOUSING  ACTS  - IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  majority  of  applications  continue  to  be  for  Standard  Grants  rather  than 
Discretionary  Grants. 
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In  I960  there  were  21  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and  8 for  Discretionary 
Grants.  The  respective  fig  res  for  1961  are  32  and  7 • Of  the  32  Standard  Grant 
applications  26  were  approved  and  6 were awaiting  a decision.

nisation  with  the  aid  of  Standard  Grants.  Much  time  is  spent  with  owners  of  prop- 
erty giving  advice  on  various  aspects  of  improvement  work,  and  Visits  are  made  to 
all  dwellings  which  are  the  subject  of  an  application  for  grant  aid  both  before,  during 
and  after  the  time  when  work  is  done. 

A good  standard  must  be  observed  in  all  grant  aided  works  but  otherwise  every 
possible  encouragement  is  given  to  owners  who  wish  to  improve  their  property. 

DISCRETIONARY  GRANTS 

Where  extensive  works  of  improvement  are  envisaged  it  is  usually  adviseable  for 
an  owner  to  apply  for  a discretionary  grant  to  help  towards  the  high  cost  involved. 

Many  unfit  houses  consist  of  a useful  shell  but  require  to  be  renewed  and  redesigned 
internally  to  be  brought  up  to  modern  standards*  Even  after  allowing  for  the  maximum 
grant  of  £400  the  owner  must  find  quite  a large  sum  of  money  himself  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  scheme.  It  would  seem  that  many  owners  are  hoping  to  obtain  a standard 
grant  and  then  follow  up  with  a Discretionary  Grant  afterwards.  Whilst  this  is 
probably  justifiable  in  many  cases,  in  others  the  Standard  Grant  work  might  be  undone 
by  the  later  Discretionary  Grant  work.  In  such  a case  it  is  in  the  owners  interest 
to  carry  out  the  more  ambitious  scheme  at  the  very  beginning. 

It  will  be  seen  that  only  seven  applications  were  submitted  during  the  year 
for  Discretionary  Grants  and  one  of  these  was  an  application  fo  cancel  an  earlier 
scheme  and  substitute  a revised  proposal.  This  results  solely  from  the  fact  that 
standard  grants  are  available  for  the  provision  of  the  five  standard  amenities. 

At  the  beginning  of  1961  a total  of  £21,115.  10.  Od.  had  been  paid  towards  the 
cost  of  completing  84  individual  schemes.  During  I96I  a further  eight  schemes  were 
completed  which  received  a total  of  £2,313  in  aid  of  grants.  The  totals  at  the 
31st  December,  I96I  are  therefore  92  completed  and £23, 428.  10.  Od.  paid  in  grant 
aid. 

SLUM  CLEARANCE 

The  difficulty  of  re-housing  persons  at  present  occupying  unfit  houses  prevents 
more  of  this  type  of  work  being  carried  out.  It  has  been  possible  during  the  year 
however  to  put  Closing  Orders  on  three  cottages  and  owners  undertakings  were  obtained 
for  a further  three.

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Two  houses  were  brought  up  to  standard  by  comprehensive  works  of  improve- 
ment and  another  was  added  to  an  adjoining  cottage  and  improved  to  form  one 
satisfactory  dwel lingo 

Whenever  an  opportunity  exists  for  improvement  works  to  be  carried  out  to  an 
unfit  house  an  owner  is  encouraged  to  do  so  always  bearing  in  mind  the  standards 
of  the  housing  acts  for  such  dwellings.  There  are  of  course  owners  who,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  cannot  carry  out  tire  works  of  repair  and  in  these  instances  an 
undertaking  that  the  property  will  not  be  let  for  human  habitation  is  obtained 
from  the  owner  if  at  all  possible.  Where  this  procedure  cannot-  be  adopted  the 
Council  is  asked  to  take  action  by  way  of  a Closing  Order  or  a Demolition  Order. 

COUNCIL  HOUSES

It  was  decided'  to  ask  for ' a revised  scheme  for  dwellings  at  Nawton  and  a scheme 
was  being  considered  for  the  construction  of  two  houses  at  Hut ton-le -Hole.  The 
latter,  due  to  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Committee's  condition  of  approval,  must 
be  constructed  in  natural  stone. 

In  addition  to  Hawton  and  Hutton-le-Hole  the  Council  still  own  sites  at  Appleton- 
le-Moors  (2  houses)  and  Spaunton  (2  houses) c In  view  of  most  of  the  Council's 
Building  lend  being  used  it  is  strongly  recommended  that  attempts  be  made  to  purchase 
further  land  for  this  purpose  especially  at  Kirkbymoorside  where  there  is  a bigger 
demand  for  accommodation.

Food  Administration 

MILK  SUPPLY 


The  duty  of  licensing  Milk  Dairies  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council 
and  the  only  responsibility  left  with  this  authority  is  that  of  satisfying  themselves 
that  the  retail  sample  is  bacteriologically  pure.  To  this  end  samples  are  taken 
from  time  to  time  and  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Northallerton,  All  results  in  the  year  under  review  were  satisfactory. 

The  only  raw  milk  retailed  in  the  area  must  be  tuberculin  tested  as  the  whole 
of  the  district  is  in  a designated  area.  Other  grades  of  milk  normally  on  sale  are 
pasteurised  and  sterilised.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  implementation  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958  and  subsequent  regulations 
necessitated  a large  amount  of  time  being  devoted  to  discussions  with  Butchers  or 
their  representatives  concerning  their  willingness  or  not  to  improve  their 
slaughtering  facilities.  Only  two  of  the  five  slaughterhouses  existing  at  the 
beginning  of  I96I  were  being  improved  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  three  butchers 
who  do  not  wish  at  the  moment  to  improve  their  premises  are  entitled  to  submit 
proposals  at  a later  date  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food* 

The  two  premises  being  improved  are  at  Rectory  Lane,  Nunnington  and  the  rear 
of  No.  29  West  End,  Kirkbymoorside.  Although  the  works  were  not  complete  at  the  end  of 
the  year  there  is  every  chance  of  them  being  completed  in  a reasonably  short  time. 

These  two  slaughterhouses  will  be  in  a position  to  supply  the  needs  of  this  district 
adequately. 

The  total  of  499  beasts,  799  sheep,  188  pigs,  7 calves  examined  during  the  year 
shows  a decrease  a numbers  over  the  i960  figures.

As  was  reported  for  i960  there  was  again  no  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  any  of  the 
animals  in  I96I.  Whilst  this  is  most  satisfying  it  does  not  mean  that  the  search  for 
the  disease  may  he  relaxed  nor  that  meat  inspection  is  becoming  unnecessary  for  there 
are  numerous  other  diseases  and  conditions  which  can  be  found  in  carcases  intended  for 
human  consumption. 

SHOPS.  STALLS  AND  VEHICLES 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  throughout  the  district  in  all  food  premises  continues 
to  be  satisfactory.  Some  shops  still  require  minor  structural  improvements  and  the 

proprietors  have  expressed  a willingness  to  carry  out  the  work  as  soon  as  they  can. 
There  seems  to  be  a genuine  desire  amongst  shopkeepers  to  comply  with  the  latest 
standards  of  hygiene  and  the  improved  methods  of  storage  of  perishable  foods. 

There  continue  to  be  several  vehicles  operating  in  the  district  from  which  food 
is  sold.  The  design  of  this  type  of  vehicle  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  last 
few  years  and  this  improved  design  allows  for  easier  cleansing. 

Regular  visits  are  made  in  order  to  ensure  that  a high  degree  of  cleanliness  is 
maintained. 

FOOL  PREPARATION  PREMISES 

The  three  shops  in  the  district  where  the  trade  of  fish  frying  is  carried  out 
are  all  maintained  in  a satisfactory  state  of  repair  and  cleanliness. 

One  butcher  ceased  to  produce  sausages,  pies  and  potted  meat  at  the  end  of  the 
year  leaving  four  butchers  carrying  on  this  trade.  Works  of  improvement  were  being 
carried  out  to  one  of  the  premises  when  this  report  was  being  prepared  and  should  be 
complete  early  in  the  new  year. 

ICE  CREAM 

premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  in  the  district  and  in 
all  cases  pre-packed  varieties  are  sold.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a vehicle  was 
entering  the  district  at  regular  intervals  offering  for  sale  a soft  ice  cream 
produced  in  a machine  carried  in  the  vehicle.  Samples  have  not  as  yet  been  obtained 
but  these  will  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  and  submitted  for  analysis  in  order  to 
ensure  that  a high  degree  of  cleanliness  is  maintained  with  regard  to  the  machine. 

FOOL  POISONING 


As  in  the  previous  year  there  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported. 
SHELL  FISH  REGULATIONS 


No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 
BAKEHOUSES 


Two  bakehouses  in  the  district  are  used  for  the  ma  nufacture  of  bread  and 
cakes.  The  co-operation  of  the  proprietors  is  usually  forthcoming  whenever  suggestions 
for  improvements  are  made. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  no  designated  offensive  trades  in  this  area. 

FACTORIES  ACTS,  1957  to  1959 

This  authority  is  responsible  for  enforcing  certain  sections  of  the  Factories 
Acts  at  37  premises  in  the  district.  Building  work  at  Queens way,  Kirkbymoorside 
(new  Council  Houses),  Vivers  Place,  Kirkbymoorside  (new  Carage  Work  Shop  etc),  Kirby 
Mils  (new  Sewage  Disposal  Works)  and  Wombleton  (new  Council  Houses)  were  all  visited 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  toilet  accommodation  for  the  workmen.

OUTWORKERS 

No  outwork  is  carried  out  in  this  district. 
WATER  SUPPLIES 


After  much  discussion  between  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  the 
original  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  and  the  interested  constituent  Councils'  a new 
Order  came  into  force  on  the  1st,  October,  I96I.  Under  this  Order  the  revised  Ryedale 
Joint  Water  Board  became  responsible  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  Water  in 
this  district.  All  stores  and  equipment  have  now  been  handed  over  to  the  Board's 
Engineer  and  details  of  Springs,  Reservoirs,  Pipe  lines  etc.  made  available  to  him. 

For  quite  some  time  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Department  to  make  available  to  the 
Board's  Officers  any  information  which  they  require  for  the  carrying  out  of  their 
duties  and  in  the  interests  of  the  consumers  every  effort  has  been  made  to  effect 
a change  over  with  as  little  inconvenience  as  possible. 

Some  works  of  improvement  to  the  systems  in  this  district  were  deliberately 
held  over  until  the  Board  became  responsible  so  that  any  such  works  could  be  con- 
sidered in  conjunction  with  schemes  of  neighbouring  Councils.  Most  of  these  amend- 
ments to  the  system  were  contained  in  the  Vail  Report  on  Water  Supplies  in  this  area 
and  relate  to  chlorination  of  the  Spring  Supplies  together  with  an  alternative  supply 
into  the  Spaunton  Reservoir.  It  remains  the  duty  of  this  Council  to  ensure  that  all 
water  supplies  in  the  district  are  pure  and  wholesome  and  it  will  be  necessary  there- 
fore to  take  samples  at  regular  intervals.  On  of  the  earliest  considerations  of 
the  Water  Board  will  be  the  resiting  of  chlorinators  to  obtain  satisfactory  chlor- 
ination for  the  bulk  of  water  supplied  in  the  area. 
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The  only  other  major  scheme  which  the  Council  had  under  consideration  was  the 
provision  of  an  alternative  supply  into  Spaunton  Reservoir.  In  times  of  drought  the 
supply  from  the  Springs,  accentuated  by  increased  consumption,  becomes  insufficient 
for  the  area  served  and  consequently  an  additional  source  must  be  found.  Although 
this  occurs  very  infrequently  the  only  source  of  additional  water  is  from  a moorland 
stream  which  not  only  requires  chlorinating  but  also  aerating  to  remove  a flocculent 
material  of  a ferrous  nature.  The  Council  have  considered  laying  a water  main  from  the 
Cropton  supply  but  as  this  was  at  that  time  in  the  Pickering  Rural  District  and  there 
appeared  to  be  every  possibility  of  the  revised  Board  being  formed,  it  was  decided  to 
leave  the  matter  over  for  consideration  by  the  reformed  water  board. 

Prior  to  the  1st  October  the  Council  carried  out  the  work  of  relaying  the  Water  Main 
at  Hutton-le-Hole  in  3"  cast  iron  pipes  and  provided  a Bye-pass  of  Keldholme  in  4"  cast 
iron  pipes  laid  along-side  the  line  of  the  future  bye-pass  road.  For  some  time  it  has 
been  impossible  to  pass  sufficient  water  through  the  2"  main  at  Keldholme  to  supply 
Malton  road  properties  and  those  towards  Appleton  Common.  It  was  even  necessary  to 
take  a supply  from  Appleton-le-Moors  for  the  farms  at  Catter  Beck  whereas  after  the 
Bye-pass  main  was  laid  it  was  possible  to  supply  Skipsters  Hagg  from  Kirkbymoorside 
so  easing  the  burdon  on  Spaunton  Reservoir  particularly  in  a drought. 

SEWERAC-E  & SWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Work  was  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  construction  of  a new  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Kirby  Mills  to  treat  Sewage  From  Kirkbymoorside  and  Kirby  Mills.  The  latter 
will  be  provided  with  a sewer  in  this  Contract  and  it  will  then  be  possible  for  all 
houses  to  have  drainage  connected  to  this  sewer  instead  of  discharging  into  the  Mill 
Race  as  at  present. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  works,  although  not  complete  in  all  respects,  will 
be  available  for  use  in  the  new  year.  As  the  effluent  from  the  old  works  is  far  from 
satisfactory  the  new  works  will  be  used  at  the  first  opportunity.  By  obtaining  a new 
site  it  has  been  possible  to  design  the  works  in  such  a manner  that  sewage  will  flow 
through  the  various  treatments  by  gravity.  This  will  show  a large  saving  in  cost  . . 
when  considered  against  a scheme  using  the  old  Sewage  Works  site  'where  all  sewage  would 
need  to  be  pumped. 

Proposed  Schemes 

When  the  works  at  Kirby  Mills  are  completed  there  will  be  satisfactory  sewage 
disposal  arrangements  for  Kirbyraoorside , Kirby  Mills,  Nawton  and  Wombleton.  During 
the  year  a report  was  prepared  showing  "the  existing  arrangements  for  all  other 
villages  in  the  District  and  as  a result  of  this  report  the  Council  considered  that 
schemes  should  be  prepared  for  Nunnington,  Hutton-le-Hole  and  Lastingham.  Recent 
legislation  included  drainage  from  farm  buildings  in  the  defination  of  "Trade  Effluent" 
and  where  new  schemes  are  proposed  all  .farmers  with  buildings  near  the  }.ine  °D  the 
sewer  are  asked  if  they  wish  this  drainage  to  be  treated  at  the  new  works.  To  date 
none  have  asked  for  this  service.  The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer  was  informed  to 
this  effect  and  he  made  arrangements  to  include  only  houses  in  the  schemes. 

JOINT  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Dispos  al  Works  situated  on  the  old  disused  Wombleton  Aerodrome  continue 
to  treat  efficiently  the  sewage  from  the  Villages  of  Nawton  and  Wombleton  in  this 
District  and  the  Villages  of  Harone  and  Beadlam  in  the  Helmsley  Rural  District. 

Further  foul  drains  have  been  re-connected  into  the  new  one  during  the  year  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  remaining  drains  requiring  reconnection  will  be  similarly  dealt  with 
during  the  coming  year. 

DRAINAGE 

Where  sewers  and  disposal  works  arc  not  available  it  is  necessary  for  a septic 
tank  to  be  provided  when  water  closets  are  installed.  These  tanks  are  merely  the 
second  best  method  of  treating  sewage  but  careful  siting  and  control  of  the  outlets 
keeps  nuisances  from  them  to  a minimum.  For  isolated  farms  alternative  arrangements 
cannot  be  forseen  but  in  such  instances  there  is  less  likelihood  of  nuisances 
occuring  as  there  is  less  limitation  on  the  positioning  of  a tank  and  more  scope 
for  dealing  with  the  final  effluent.  It  is  hoped  that  schemes  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  will  be  proceeded  with  in  the  villages  as  the  cost  of  constructing 
septic  tanks  delays  the  provision  of  water  closets  in  many  cases. 
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The  co-operation  of  owners,  Architects  and  Builders  is  invariably  forthcoming 
when  new  drainage  systems  are  under  consideration.  Whilst  in  some  cases  improvements 
are  possible  the  general  standard  of  drain  laying  in  the  district  is  satisfactory. 

New  schemes  of  drainage  are  inspected  on  completion  and  tested  as  necessary.  . 

Several  conservancy  type  closets  were  converted  to  water  carriage  systems  during 
the  year  and  in  most  cases  standard  grants  were  awarded  but  other  assistance  has  been 
given  by  the  Cou  ncil  in  the  formof  £10  conversion  grants  where  a standard  grant  was 
not  being  paid.  In  all  25  conservancy  type  closets  were  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  only  parish  in  the  district  without  a refuse 
collection  service  was  Bransdale.  This  is  a scattered  moorland  parish  and  in  the 
past  it  was  considered  uneconomical  to  provide  a service  of  this  kind.  For  some  time 
however  the  population  of  Bransdale  have  been  asking  for  collections  to  be  made  and 
it  w as  possible  during  1961  to  start  a monthly  collection  of  refuse.  This  has  been 
made  possible  by  slight  re-arrangements  to  the  existing  routine. 

Refuse  continues  to  be  disposed  of  at  three  tips  in  the  area  all  of  which  lie  to 
the  West  of  Kirkbymoorside.  Each  was  originally  a quarry  ahd  will  provide  disposal 
facilities  for  many  years  to  come.  It  would  be  an  advantage  however  if  a disused  quarry 
could  be  brought  into  use  as  a tip  on  the  Eo-st  Side  of  Kirkbymoorside  so.  that  the 
mileage  could  be  reduced  with  a consequent  saving  in  time  and  money.  The  entrances  to 
all  three  tips  were  provided  with  gates  .and  subsequently  locked  to  prevent  unauthorised 
tipping.  Indiscriminate  tipping  had  been  experienced  causing  delay  and  inconvenience. 

There  was  a surprisingly  small  amount  of  rubble  and  soil  brought  to  the  tips  in  I96I 
and  it  was  not  possible  therefore  to  greatly  improve  the  roads  or  to  cover  the  tips 
with  the  depth  of  sil  normally  provided.  As  materials  become  available  this  work  will 
be  carried  out. 

The  vehicle  used  for  the  refuse  collection  service  is  the  4 ton  Bedford  (side 
loading)  purchased  in  1953*  After  eight  years  service  and  approximately  50,000 
miles  during  which  time  the  vehicle  has  been  continually  starting  and  stopping  certain 
parts  are  beginning  to  show  wear.  All  loan  repayments  are  complete  and  it  is  recomm- 
ended that  during  the  coming  year  consideration  of  tbe  future  use  of  this  vehicle 
should  be  undertaken. 

The  cost  of  public  cleansing  during  the  year  was  £2,205.  15s.  8d. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


After  experiencing  regular  damage  to  the  gentlemens  public  conveniences  .at 
Crown.  Square,  Kirkbymoorside  it  was  considered  adviseable  to  remove  the  coin  locks 
from  the  doors  and  permit  free  entry.  The  small  amount  of  money  normally  obtained  from 
these  two  W.C.'s  bore  no  comparison  with  the  amount  of  damage  regularly  experienced. 
Since  the  locks  were  removed  the  damage  has  been  very  small  and  has  fully  justified 
the  action  taken.  In  other  respects  these  conveniences  continue  to  be  an  asset  to 
the  town. 

Receipts  from  these  conveniences  for  the  year  were  £19.  2s.  Od. 

The  Public  Conveniences  at  Low  Mills  Farndale,  provided  by  the  North  Riding 
County  Council  but  cleansed  by  an  employee  of  the  Council,  have  been  very  much  app- 
reciated in  the  dale  and  were  used  long  after  the  daffodil  season  had  finished.  It 
may  be  that  similar  facilities  would  be  constructed  at  Hut t on -le -Hole  much  more 
readily  by  the  County  Council  if  a sewer  was  provided. 


No  statutory  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Complaints  of  nuisances  arising  from  Smoke  and  Fumes  in  the  Swineherd  Lane, 
Kirkbynoorside  area  were  received  during  the  year  and  an  investigation  made  in 
conjunction  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  investigation  revealed  that 
at  the  time  no  statutory  nuisance  existed  hut  the  co-operation  of  the  Management 
was  obtained  to  provide  new  hot  air  ducts  and  better  firing  of  the  kilns  in  an 
attempt  to  reduce  as  far  as  possible  any  discharges  which  might  offend  local 
inhabitants.  Regular  observations  of  the  works'  are  made  to  ensure  complainace 
with  this  arrangement. 

Smoke  discharges  from  household  chimneys  are  not  a serious  problem  in  the  area  but 
whenever  possible  householders  are  encouraged  to  instal  appliances  capable  of  burning 
smokeless  fuel  . 

Central  heating  from  oil  fired  boilers  is  becoming  more  common  and  generally 
does  away  with  or  reduces  the  number  of  open  fires  in  use. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  & POO  IS 


There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  or  baths  in  the  district. 
RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Rodent  operative  is  employed  jointly  by  this  Council  and  the  Helmsley 
Rural  District  Council.  A small  van  is  provided  for  transport  and  a reasonably  eff- 
icient service  is  £iven.  The  duties  of  this  Council  under  The  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949  are  thus  carried  out  without  having  to  employ  a full  time  operative 

All  sewage  disposal  works,  refuse  tips  etc.  are  visited  at  frequent  intervals 
and  treatments  are  carried  out  as  necessary. 

Manholes  on  the  sewers  at  Kirkbymoorside , Lawton  and  Womb let on  were  again 
prebaited  during  the  year  and  where  any  "takes"  were  noted  poison  was  laid. 

Warfarin  has  again  been  used  with  success  throughout  the  year  and  no  cases 
of  immunity  to  this  poison  were  recorded. 

A total  of  291  visits  were  made  during  the  year  when  treatments  were  carried 
out  as  necessary. 

The  sum  of  £98.4»H»is  recoverable  for  work  carried  out  at  private  premises.

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This  shows  an  increase  of  over  20  over  the  number  of  plans  submitted  in  i960. 
Visits  are  made  to  building  work  at  the  stages  required  and  there  has  been  no  need 
to  take  action  for  non-complaince  with  the  Council's  bye-laws.  The  Public  Health 
Act,  1961,  gives  the  Minister  power  to  make  Building  Regulations  to  replace  existing 
bye-laws.  This  would  have  the  effect  of  standardising  requirements  for  building 
construction  throughout  the  country.  Until  these  regulations  are  laid  before 
Parliament  the  Council's  building  bye-laws  will  continue  in  operation. 

SCH00IS 


None  of  the  conservancy  type  closets  still  in  existence  in  some  of  the  village 
schools  were  converted  to  water  carriage  system  during  1961.  Difficulty  in  finding 
a site  suitable  for  the  disposal  of  the  contents  of  pail  closets  at  Nunnington 
School  was  encountered  durin  the  year  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a scheme  for 
sewage  disposal  at  Nunnington  is  being  prepared  the  owner  of  the  land  agreed  to 
allow  the  closets  to  be  emptied  until  such  times  as  a sewer  is  available.  The 
County  Council  have  exnressed  willingness  to  convert  to  the  water  carriage  system 
as  so'on  as  sewers  are  provided. 

CONCLUSION
